Twp. Intersections Have ‘Latest’ In Traffic Signals

Motorists traveling 
through 
Bristol 
Township 
probably 
aren’t aware of it. but at cer­ 
tain intersections traffic is being 
controlled by the latest in elec­ 
tronic devices. 
One of the “ electronic brain” 
innovations is in operation at 
E m ilie Road and Green Lane in 
Levittow n. 
Many motorists and residents 
are aware there’s a new system 
in operation here. In fact. Pa­ 
trolman Harvey Shaw, the town­ 
ship’s traffic safety officer, has 


been deluged with phone calls 
asking “why does the light stay 
green all the time on Emilie 
Road?” or complaints like “the 
tripper doesn’t work.” 
No Tripper There 
It stays green, but not all the 
time, as Shaw explained. And 
the tripper’s not working be­ 
cause there’s no tripper there. 
The new electronic light be­ 
gan 
operating 
Thursday. In­ 
stead of the old method of a 
tripper (tripping device in the 
road which changed the light 
when a vehicle rode over it), 
the new light on Green Lane 
has ultra-sonic detectors. 


Shaw points out that the de­ 
tectors. working on the same 
principle as radar, can “pick 
up” cars IOO feet distant from 
the intersection. 
“ Normally,” Shaw 
explains, 
“the light will stay green for 
Emilie Road traffic all the time 
until a car goes through the 
beam on Green Lane.” 
When this happens, the elec­ 
tronic detector or “brain” puts 
a call into the light that there’s 
a car there. The light will then 
stay green for no longer than 
35 seconds, providing cars are 
spaced less than two seconds 
apart.

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Myths Sully Holy Family. 
Christmas, Catholic Says 


CHICAGO (UPI)—The m ean­ 
ing of Christmas and the true 
im age of the Holy Family have 
been distorted by foolish myths 
surrounding the birth of Christ, 
according to a Catholic theolo­ 
gian. 
The Rev. Francis L. F ilas, 
chairman 
of 
Loyola 
Univer­ 
sity’s 
Theology 
Department, 
said Friday it was time to put 
aside 
the 
myths 
concerning 
Christ’s birth. 
“By studying the facts of the 
first Christmas, the meaning of 
Christ’s birth is immeasurably 
heightened in a way that legen­ 
dary imagination can never ac­ 
com plish,” Father Filas said. 
Joseph 
and 
Mary 
did 
not 
make their journey to Bethle­ 
hem just before Christ’s birth, 
and no cruel-hearted innkeeper 
turned them away, he said. 
“Joseph would have been un- 


believeably hard - hearted and 
stupid to have taken his preg­ 
nant wife on a four-day. 90- 
m ile donkey ride so close to 
the 
anticipated 
birth 
of 
the 
child. Mary would have been 
an 
unbelievably 
irresponsible 
mother to make such a trip.'' 
The facts are, he said, that 
Mary and Joseph had been liv­ 
ing in Bethlehem for some time 
before the birth of Christ. 
As for the innkeeper and his 
purported rejection of Joseph 
and Mary, Father Filas said 
the legend “contradicts all the 
traditions of oriental hospital­ 
ity.” 
The likelihood was, said the 
priest, that Joseph and Mary 
sought refuge in the cave in 
order to have more privacy be­ 
cause inns in those days w'ere 
crowded and noisy. 
Father Filas said he agreed 


with other scholars that Christ 
most likely was born 
in the 
spring and not the winter. 
The priest cited the scripture 
of “ shepherds abiding in the 
fields, keeping watch over their 
flock by night.” (Luke 2:8). 
Shepherds, said Father Filas, 
do not watch over their flock 
at night except in the spring, 
the 
time 
of the 
year 
when 
lambs are born. 
Father Filas said he was in­ 
clined to believe the story of 
the Magi but said they prob­ 
ably 
did 
not 
arrive 
until 
months 
after 
the 
birth 
of 
Christ. 
“Actually, 
the 
Magi 
were 
most 
probably 
priest-astrolog- 
ers who did indeed com e to fol­ 
low this mysterious star, but 
they could have come as late 
as six months after the birth 
of Jesus,” Father Filas said.

Then it will automatically 
switch to green on Emilie Road 
and then come back to Green 
Lane to get rid of the rest of 
the cars. 
“After doing this,” Shaw stat­ 
ed, “ the green light would again 
go back to Em ilie Road and 
would stay there to doomsday 
or until another car broke the 
beam on Green Lane.” 
The electronic light has been 
installed at the intersection to 
expedite 
traffic along 
Emilie 
Road. “It was put in,” Shaw 
explained, 
“ because 
motorists 
have been plagued by the blind 
corner on the Lucas Lumber 
corner of the intersection. 
At Five Points 
Within the next IO days or 
two weeks, another modern de­ 
vice will be put into operation 
at the busy Five Points inter­ 
section in Levittown. 
“This will be a m agnetic field 
in the road,” Shaw explained. 
“It’s the newest type of traffic 
signal out,” he added. 


In this installation, there will 
be no tripper. Instead, a mag­ 
netic wire will be buried in 
Emilie Road. The wire will be 
placed in the road after a small 
trench is grooved out with a 
concrete saw. 


Electronic Detector 


The wire will run to an elec­ 
tronic detector in the signal con­ 
trol box. 


When 
cars 
ride 
over the 
buried 
magnetic field, it will 
automatically trip the signal to 
give Em ilie Road traffic the 
green light. 
Shaw points out that motorists 
may be confused at first as they 
will see no tripper. But the un­ 
derground system " ill be so sen­ 
sitized that it will be capable of 
“ picking up” bicycles and mo­ 


torcycles, as well as cars and 
trucks. 
15-20 Seconds 
When a vehicle rides over the 
underground wire, the light will 
turn green on Emilie Road for 
15-20 seconds, then will auto­ 
m atically go back to green on 
either Edgely Ave. or Newport- 
ville-Fallsington Road. 
This sam e magnetic field-type 
tripper will be installed, prob­ 


ably in February, on Route 413 
at the Delaware Expressway in­ 
terchange, Shaw stated. 
Bristol Township, for the past 
several months, has been striv­ 
ing to improve its traffic sig­ 
nals in hopes of reducing the 
increasing rate 
of 
accidents. 
Twelve persons have been killed 
in township accidents this year, 
compared to only
